The Selectmen are faced with an issue which can 
logically be debated pro and con. 

They’ll need to be astute men to solve it. 

The basic question is whether another gravel pit will 
be allowed to operate. 

The request from Sidney P. White for a pit on his 
acreage bordered by ‘Argilla rd., Andover st. and Blood 
rd. seems to be overshadowed to a large degree by the 
determination of the Planning Board to halt the trans- 
gression of pits into existing green aréas. The objections 
of neighbors surrounding Mr. White’s property transcend 
those of local significance, and bear down heavily on the 
over-all problem. 

Mr. White wants to level off some developable land, 
which some day will be sold for a sub-division. Within 
his power to do so, and that of the Selectmen to compel 
action, the area will be maintained with a green belt or 
screen to avoid unsightly conditions. As many trees as 
possible will be left. 

Opponents, while citing problems that specifically 
concern them, also discuss the basic issue — is another 
pit in town really necessary? 

They talk of buying houses in an area which they 
selected because of its natural beauty; they discuss and

they wonder about lower property values be- 


cause, to them, a large portion of the value is wrapped up 
in the natural terrain which surrounds their houses. 
On the other hand, Mr. White has some rights as a pro- 


perty owner, which the town or individuals should 


able to remove.

If pits are allowed in the town, and they are right now, 
should Mr. White be the fall guy for resentment against 


others that are unsightly? 


There is a natural tendency to sympathize with the 
residents of the area, and with the Planning Board, when 
they argue that all the natural beauty disappears when an 
area is leveled and becomes barren. Their concern that 
speeding trucks will maim or kill someone on roads that 
were never meant for this type of use is a real worry that 
must be shared by all townspeople. 

However, we wish to point out that Mr. White owns the 
land from which he wishes to remove gravel; he has 
every right to expect the same treatment that any other 
property owner would get under our existing by-laws. 

Pits are presently allowed in the town, and until such 
time as a by-law prohibiting them is adopted, we wonder 
whether it is fair to deprive Mr. White of his rights, 


No Justification 


None of these items was in the specifications. If they 
were to be considered, the specs should have listed them. 
Even the item of business residence — both successful 
dairies are local — has no place in this consideration 
unless the specs clearly state that local business will 


There’s only one way to award bids, after they have 
been legally submitted, and that’s to award the contract 
to the lowest responsible bidder, 

The law allows a selection to be made, according to 
legal opinion given the School Committee, in that there is 
no Statute requiring that the low bidder be recognized, 

But the rule of common sense dictates an award at the 
lowest possible price, consistent with the specifications 
on which the bids are based, 

In the case of milk bids — which were awarded to the 
two highest bidders — the School Committee passed over 
the low hidder. 

The Committee used hindsight in stating its reasons for 
doing so — better service, a history of cordial relation- 
ships, delivery to the chests, ‘‘better’’ guality milk. 


Tough Attitude Needed 


The Selectmen have publicly admonished a local store 
against any ‘further violation of the law against selling 
beer to minors. 

Acting as a licensing authority, the Board reprimanded 
a store following notice from the chief of police that court 
action had been concluded in the case. 

The action was certainly an improvement over previous 
situations, in which no public comment had been made at 
all by those charged with controlling liquor establish- 
ments in the town. 

Perhaps the Selectmen, as a licensing authority, should 
clearly warn all holders of licenses that stern measures 
will be adopted in the future, whenever a violation js 
proved, 

This in itself might deter those who would treat the law 
lightly, or be careless in observing it.
